After the existing sub-para (ii) of para 6 (iii) the following shall be 


In the case of hilly areas of Uttar Pradesh State, the transport subsidy 
will be given on the transport costs between the designated rail-heads 
viz. (i) Dehradun, (ii) Rishikesh, (iii) Moradabad, (iv) Bareilly, 
(v) Kotdwara, (vi) Shahajahanpur and (vii) Rampur and the 
location of the industrial unit in the hilly areas of Uttar Pradesh. 
While calculating the transport costs of raw materials the cost of 
movement by rail from the above mentioned designated rail heads 
to the railway station nearest to the location of the industrial 
unit and thereafter the cost of movement by road to the location 
0 # the industrial unit will be taken into account. Similarly, while 
calculating the transport costs of finished goods, the cost of movement 
by road from the location of the industrial unit to the nearest railway 
station and thereafter the cost of movement by rail to the designated 
railheads will be taken into account. In the case of the hilly areas 
of Uttar Pradesh, for raw materials moving entirely by road or 
other mode of transport the transport costs will be limited) to the 
amount which the industrial unit might have paid had the raw 
materials moved from the neatest designated railheads by rail upto 
the railway station nearest to the location of the industrial unit 
and thereafter by road, or the cost of transport by road whichever 
is less. Similarly in the case of movement of finished goods moving 
entirely by road or other mode of transport in the hilly areas of 
Uttar Pradesh the transport cost's will he limited to the amount 
v^hich the industrial unit might have paid, bed the finished goods 
moved from the location of the industrial units to the nearest railway 
station by road and thereafter by rail tc the nearest designated 
railheads or the cost of transport by road whichever is less.
